HOW PKtiUY HAVEU THE MXtA..

In a HoiiriKliing Kiisterii town, silii- 
iilod in 11 bciintifnl valley tJirongli 
wliicli ii Hinall Htroani rippled merrily 
along hctwc-en its verdant banics, 
tliere wa« located, some years ago, a 
woolen inanufantory, enii)loying abonl 
sev(\nty-livo men anil girls. 

The village itself irwl a fascinating 
one. In the centre was a beautiful 
park, with rustic scats arranged on 
oaeli side of the contial walk, and a 
sparkling fountain sending up its rain- 
bovvfiolored cpray. Just across the 
biidg(' from tlie park was the depot, 
Hiid the railroad track stretched away 
in a long straight lino in cither direc- 
tion. 

The fjictory stoocl near the river, 
a short distance above the village, 
but so near that the thunder of its 
machinery could bo distinctly heard.

Everyone appeared to bo happy, and 
oven the birds seemed to catoh tho 
notes of joy, for thoir t)e8t songs were 
hoard mingling with the merry laugh- 
ter. 

Hut, though no ono soomod to no- 
tice it, and no one seemed to care, 
there was one of the factory " hands" 
who was absent, and this was 
" I'oggy." I'eggy was a small, (luoer, 
uncouth lad of about sixteen years.

The Fourteenth Convention of the 
New England Gallaudet Association 
began its session in Providence, R. I., 
on Sunday, August 24tli, with appro- 
priate religious services once in the 
morning and twice in the afternoon, 
with a religious discourse by Dr. 
Gallaudet sandwiched between the 
after dinner meetings. 

The morning service might more 
projjcrly be called an "Experience" 
meeting, as, after prayer and the 
reading of a piissage from the liible by 
Rev. P. W. Packard, se«reral of those 
present related their religious ex- 
periences. Mr. Alvah Orcutt, of IJos- 
ton, was the first, and he was followed 
by Prof. W. H. Weeks, of Hartford, 
Albert L. Carlisle, of Bangor, Me., 
and John T. Tillinghast, of New Bed- 
ford, Mass. 

A pleasing feature of the service 
was the rendering, in beautifnl*and 
impressive signs, tiie hymn " Nearer, 
my Go<l, to thee!'' by Mrs. Whipple 
Foliette, of Wooiisocket, R. I. 1 he 
meeting was held at the Central Bap- 
tist Church, in the Sunday school 
room. Abont 80 mutes were present. 

After dinner. Prof. Clark, of the 
Hartford Institution, held forth in the 
Lyceum Building, in the Room of 
the Providence Deaf-Mutc Society 
Before he ha<l finished his very 
excellent sermon, there were more 
deaf-mutes seeking admittance than 
the room could accommodate. The 
room of the Providence Society will 
seat comfortably about 60 persons. 
It is adorned with very cre<litably ex- 
ecuted crayon portraits of the elder 
Gailaudet and of Clerc, and a small 
sized picture of Ijcwis Weld, the 
second Principal of the Hartford 
Asylum. They all are the work of 
Mrs. Oscar Kinsman. 

When Prof. Clarke ha<l finished, 
Rev. Dr. Gallaudet invited tliose pre- 
sent to All Saints Church, 'vhcrc he 
preached an admirable strmon U^at 
held the attention of all present. A 
good-sized (X)IIcction was taken up, a 
part of which Dr. G. generously 
donated to the Association. 

As we write tliis, a prayer meeting 
is being held in another part of the 
city. So it will be seen that the 
mutes will have absorbed a goodly 
stock of ^race to help along the secular 
delil>crations of the next two days. 

Up to the present time about 100 
f^caf-mutcs have arrived. More are 
expected tomorrow.

I have done wliat I could, 
have lately been cncon raged to do 
more, and am proud to leave your af- 
fairs in a much better condilion than 
I found them, and for your pat 
with and confidence in me, 
my heartfelt thanks. I have felt lliat 
the responsibility rests on me to sec 
that each officer did his duty, and 
must now show you how faithful they 
have been. 

" Of your oflicers, yonr Vice-Presi- 
dent, Oscar Kinsman, who has held 
the office since Jifne, 1882, 
have found him ever ready to assist 
me, promptly and willingly, a man 
of good judgement, and I have al 
ways taken pleasure in consulting 
with him. He is much interested in 
your welfare. 

"Your Secretary, J. F. Donnelly, 
I find no fault with him. He, too 
has been ready and cheerful in the dis- 
charge of his duties, which have been 
mucu more trying than bo expected. 
Your liecords have been kept up, all 
correspondence promptly atlencied to ; 
and I wish to say that he understands 
his position. His report will, I think, 
speak for itself. 

"The Treasurer's report is like all 
his others, since ho has filled the office 
nine years ago, satisfactory to me. 
He has had many other duties to ner- 
form, but has cheerfully attended to 
yonr business without any complaints, 
thereby also showing his regard for 
your welfare, and has been of much 
help to me in looking after yonr inte- 
rests. He is an honest man — would" 
there were more such ! Since the 
last gathering at Norwich, ho hits boon 
for several diiys very near to Doatii's 
door. His work is not yet done. 

" Of W. H. Weeks, Committee on 
Railroad Arrangements, I wish to 
say his services have been valuable, 
his past experience in that line having 
been of much use to him. He, too, 
like the others, I Imvo found ready 
and willing. All have worked for the 
welfare and improvement of this good 
old association. To honor tlic name 
of Thomas Hopkins Gallaudet, not 
for their own personal ends for dol- 
lars and cents they can obtain from 
the treasury. They have given their 
time to you who elect them, for which 
they deserve, and I hope will receive, 
your thanks. 

" For particular notice of th<Jso of 
our members who have been called 
from among u.s during the past two 
years, I refer you to the secretary's 
report. 

"I think it fitting, in closing my 
remarks, to exhort you to continue in 
fieace and harmony, by the exercise 
of forbearance ancl good judgement, 
that our association may enjoy many 
more years of existence, and an honor 
to our benefactor, whose name it boars 
and whose ]>riiicipley were always 
strongly in favor of unity and con- 
cord." 

Prof. A. S. Clark, of Hartford, 
made a brief but feeling address, 
speaking of his affection for old time 
pupils of the American Asylum. He 
was loudly applauded. Secretary 
Donnelly then read the following re- 
port : 

" Since the last Convention at Nor- 
wich, Conn., there has been but little 
correspondence. Only one board 
meeting has been deemed necessary, 
and that was to have a free and full 
interchange of views in regard to time 
and place of convention, which, to the 
surprise and satisfaction of your 
honored President, was fully attended 
and very harmonious. A full oppor- 
tunity was offered each and every 
member for an expression of his views. 
After hearing that was said, the Presi- 
dent made a few remarks on the siib- 
tect, and the result was as you iilroiidy 
;now. In other ciscs ho has jjreferred 
to do what could be done by corre- 
spondence, thereby saving much ex- 
pcns*'. 

" In the election of Mr. Imv'i A. 
Ixister to the vacancy caused by the 
death of Frank C. Tasker, a petition 
to the President was drawn up and 
signed Ijy Rhode Island mcml>crs, and 
a notice was sent to each member of 
the board, asking if he had any ob- 
jection thereon. All were in favor of 
it, and he was accordingly elected. 
Each member spoke for himself with- 
out knowing the views of the other 
members, thus making it a fair and 
impartial election, which wsts confirm- 
ed at the board meeting, and has been 
recorded. 

" There have been two deaths 
among your members, Salmon Cros- 
sett, of Connecticut, and Frand C. 
Tasker, of Providence, R. I. 

" Words cannot well express the 
deep feeling of sorrow that preva<led 
the deaf-mute community on account 
of the death of Mr. Crossctt. In his 
cas6 it is no fiattcry whatever to say 
that he luwl a strong hold on the 
hearts of the mutes. This is but to 
express plain matter. The mutes who 
enjoyed his acquaintance, old and 
young alike, resjHJCted and loved him. 
His wise counsel, his cheering word 
and his loving smile went forth for 
the good of all. His death occurred 
on l)e«. 25th, 1883, and he was aged 
about sixty. He was assistant steward 
of the Hartford Institute for many 
years. It may Imj remembered he 
opened the meeting in Norwich with 
prayer two years since. He leaves a 
widow. 
" Frank C. Tasker had boon in 
' alth for a tow years. He at- 
the Norwich Convention to 
■ (-11 with his<! 
^, knowing i 
not live longer than a year, nl most. 
In view of this, the Jthofle Island 
mutes .sppointcd him as manager for 
their State, which prjsition he appre- 
ciatc<^ lie was a popular gentlemr»n 
and had a kind disposition. He 
breathed fits last on the 19tli of 



Novcnibcr, 1880, Ho was thirty-llireo 
years old and iininarricd. 

" It may not bo out of place to re- 
port that William Benjamin Swott, 
though not a member of the last con- 
vention, was president of your associa- 
tion for several terms, 'ilo died on 
March 2C>th, 1884. He leaves a widow 
and children. 

" At the request of Vice-President 
Kiii.^man, I sent cards to all the mem- 
bers of the board, asking if it would 
be adviable to send a dolcgale to re- 
present your association at the Na- 
tional Convention held in New York 
City last summer. All but one re- 
plied in the aflKrmative. After a con- 
sultation with tlie President and Vice- 
President, the subject was dropped, 
the vote not being unanimous. 

"A by-laws and constitution of the 
Anderson Society, Cincinnati, 0., was 
sent to the Secretary. It now belongs 
to you. 

"I conclude by thanking tiie mem- 
bers for the patience that they have 
sJiown me in this, the first term of 
my office. Despite the fact that the 
labor was fourwl much more than I 
expected, I feel I have done my duty 
faithfully. Allow me to congratulalo 
all the niembors on tlie very pros- 
jicrous condition of the jiftairs of the 
a.ssociation, which would undoubtedly 
have lost tJ'- %500 :uid inlerest, but 
for your rresident. It is now in 
strong hands, as the President's ad- 
dress and Secretary's report have 
shown you. Again I thank you, my 
friends, for your kind attention." 

•Just previous to tlioJiist jiaragrajili, 
the minutes of the last convention 
were read. 

Treasurer Packard reported thoex- 
pen.scs from AngM.st28, J882, until tlie 
opening of the jireHeiit convention as 
tll5.80.

Mr. Bailey thought it very praise- 
worthy to refuse reduced fares to non- 
members, but also thought the Board 
had no power without a vote of tJK!

Mr. Orcutt, of Boston, said they 
were out of order. 

The order of business called for Re- 
ports of Committees, and they could 
not changcit without permission from 
the members.

William Bailey, of Mass., suggest- 
ed an aniendement in the Constitution 
in Article VIII., Section 2, which al- 
lowed officers their expeiucs when 
doing business for the Association.

Minn Kva Hmilli, 
wiio luiH fUltiil the poHilion of visitors' 
atlcndani, for about i»year, was olecled 
a toachor to (ill tlit^ vacancy oco(isio!iod 
by tho resignation of Mr. llaflington, 
wiio has rcniovoil to his farm in 
Jamaica, West Indies. Miss Alice 
Agnrtcr, of Upper Sandusky, was 
eliict.od to tho posili(jn of visitors' at- 
Icndanl. The final cstinnite for tiiu 
iK^w laundry built by E. W. Blair, of 
this city, was prosonted. The build- 
ing WHS accepted "by tho Board and 
tho cBlimate found correct and ordered 
paid. The laundry is a jjlain two 
story bri(!k building, Hilnuled just east 
of the south east entrance to the 
grounds from Oak Street and Ninth. 
It is well lighted, each story having a 
window at very short intervals of 
space. Tiie lower story will be used 
for washing, and the upper for ironing. 
The heating apparatus will be of tho 
most improved kind. Tho building is 
now nearly complete and, it is expect 
e<l, will bo in readiness for use by 
September KHli, the time for opening 
the school. The entire cost was .f2,- 
849.37. 

" In addition to this much needed ad- 
dition to the convonienc(( of tho Insti 
tution, many other improvements will 
l>o mad(;. Tln^ entire front hall will 
bo carpeted and a number of the 
teachers' rooms papered and paipled. 
Tho reception room has received tho 
sarao treatment. Tho superinlon- 
dont's and steward's oflicea have boon 
newly carpeted and jirosont a very nice 
appearance. The reception room es- 
pecially is handsome'since its renova- 
tion, tlie wall and ceiling paper being 
all that could bo desired. Another 
important improvement that was pro 
vi(ied for will bo tho building of 
verandas at the front of the east and 
west wings. Each veranda will extend 
seventy feet along tho entire south 
front of tho wing, beginning at floor B, 
the one above thi' basem<nt, and ex- 
tending u|) to the next story. Two 
doors will bo cut into each of tho 
stuily halls, and ono iloor into tlie 
study room, adding three entrances to 
each side. Tho verandas will b(> ap- 
))roached by stone stops leading from 
tho lawn. A fire escape will run fioni 
eaiih veranda to tho stories above. 
Alre.'idy there is an escape leading to 
each dormitory, and tho new ones will 
double this number. Had a fire oc- 
curred in the Institution hitherto, the 
facilities for getting out of tho build 
iiig as far as the outside escapes would 
Lave been imw1c<]aate, and part of the 
inmates would probably have been 
compelli'd to go down tlie stairways. 
They might have been shut off in one 
of the lower halls by the fire and a ter- 
rible calastropho would liave be(?n tlie 
result. Tim building of tho now firo 
escapes gives |)lenty of facilities for 
escaping from tho building, it matters 
not what story the ]>upil8 may bo in, 
and, with <iue caro, makes any groat 
catasti'oplu! from n conflagration im- 
|)oFsible. The verandas and escapes 
will coat $2, 1 r>i), and will be complete by 
September Ist, before the pupils have 
returned from their homes. liesides 
these improvements, n<!W flooring is 
being put down in tho studies (ui the 
thiril and fourth Btorios of the girls' 
side, and ftxiensive improvoments arc 
being made in the boys' play-rooms. 

" Tho Board, after looking at the im- 
j»rovemenls now being nmdo and pro- 
viding for and others niontionod, ad- 
journed until next nu)nth." 

Tho mighty Dundon led the forlorn 
lioi)!' of IJolumbus in the day of her 
revorses and misfortiuic and brought 
hor out of the chaos of defeat, at In- 
dianajiolis. Demolished hero by St.

McKeon was hit hord, Carroll 
lifting tho ball over tho left field fence, 
Smith getting a throe bagger, iind 
Dundon, Ilichinond and Cahill two- 
baggers. Tho umpiring of Quinn 
was so b.'id that even Dundon had to 
remonstrale, and ho and Smitli wore 
each fined $10 for kicking. At the 
en<l of ih(^ eighth inning it had grown 
too dark to play, and tho game ended 
ill the favor of Columbus. Tho score 
follows :

Dundon was hit very freely in three 
innings, but hehl tho Hoosiers down 
well during tho rest of the game. Ho 
deserves great credit for hyt fine pitch- 
ing, and it will bo noticed wt hat he 
pasted the leather for a double bagger. 
Peltz, of tho Indianapolis, hit both 
Morris and Mountain for a single and 
thvi'e-bagger in a single game, but 
failed to find the Ixill at all during 
Duadon's work in tho bo.x. 
The Dispatch asks : 
"What did Dundon say to Quinn? It 
is UiO first time that Edward was over 
guilty of talking back to tho uYnpire. 

" Dundon is tied with Kennedy, of 
tho Mets, for the fourth place among 
left fioldiers."

The day and tho pl.ice being such, 
nobody could do otherwise than enjoy 
himself, and that everybody did right 
royally.
